S a n F ran cisc o, Sept. 2 0 —Precisely at 
hail-past 3, while the Committee were 
deliberating at the Palace Hotel about ad­ 
journing the reception over Sunday, the 
magic eleven bells, twice repeated, were 
sounded.

The General tnen withdrew, amid pro­ 
longed and tremendous cheering, aud the 
crowd at length reluctantly scattered.

San F r a n c is c o , Sept. 21—San Francisco 
Is a proud and happy city to-day.

the reception last night. It could not have 
been a greater success under any circum­ 
stances.

The Republican party is opposed 
to any military interference with elections, ex­ 
cept when it I. necessary to maintain the public 
peace and protect the constitutional rights of 
citizens. In no instance under a Republican ad­ 
ministration have United States troops interfer­ 
ed with the exercise of free suffrage on the part 
of the people.
